Any qualified eléctor= \.-.---” name 
does. not appear on the list may have 
it added on election day by taking the 
prescribed oath, but if his right to vote 
is challenged by a scrutineer, or a d2 
puty returning officer, his ballot is not 
in a sealed disputed envelope and not 
counted, unless the votor appears at - 
court of inquiry, held not less than two 
days after election day, and establishes 
his right to vote.

FIRST GUN FIRED IN 
LIQUOR CAMPAIGN BY 
MODERATION LEAGUE 


The Hon, W. E. Griesbach, of Ed- 
monton, was the principal speaker at 


‘the theatre on Thursday Jast, when he 


Moderation~League fired the first gun 
in their campaign regarding the ple- 
biscite to be taken on Nov. 5th next, 

Having been introduced by the chair- 
man, Mr Griesbach commenced by-as- 
suming. that all admitted — that-liquor 
was a problem that had to be faced, and 
that until the coming of the Modera- 
tionists, the fight was. waged between 
liquor interests on the one. hand,, and 
prohiditionists on the other. . 

The speaker proved how ‘these things 
insthe audience to gasp. with astonish- 
ment, by calmly telling them that they 


were responsible for all the old evils 


of the bar days—for the removal of the 
tables and chairs and the free lunches, 
in bars; for the establishment of the 
treating system; for: the making. of the 
bar’a bare counter at which men stood 
for restrictive licensing which created 
valuable privileges later capitalized by 
astute politicians and profiteered by 
party heelers and bosses. i 

The speaker profed how these things 
had happened, detailing th history of 
liquor from 1891 to 1915, when the 
license system was in vogue, and show 
ing how the mistaken igeas of pro- 
hibitionists were in themselves, — the 
cause of all evils they later deplored, 

Then arose the Moderationists, who 
took a middle course between prohibi- 
tion and its antithesis and who were 
unsatisfactory conditions, ‘They realiz- 
ed that there were fundamental facts in 
connection with liquor, that had, to be 
recognized:—That liquor. was easily 
made by simple processes; that people 
would not “split” on each other, and 
that respectable people would not help 
enforce the Liquor act. 

There was no need to go outside the 
proviné for examples of the bad effect 
of prohibition, said-Mr Griesbach, and 
everybody of ordinary common sense 
could see them. There was today one 


law forthe. rich, and another for the 


poor; the law. was not enforceable; 
other’ laws were being brought into 
contempt; the doctor and druggiest had 
been ‘created a ‘privileged class; the 
bootlegger had been ‘evolved; police 
forces avere demoralized;, secret drink- 
ing was rife and there was a “slimy 
hypocrisy” among the public men of 
the province, as to their. attitude on the 
liquor question. 

While government control would not 
abolish all of these evils, the speaker 
was of the opinion that it would greatly 
mitigate those which it did not abolish 
and that in any event, the worst state 
of the province as pictured by pro- 
hibitionists under government control, 
could not be half so had, as_was its 
present state under prohibition,

* My: attention has been drawn to a 
focal item in thé last issue of your 
valuable ‘paper with reference to the 
hon-payment:of the prizes won by the 
Children at their School Fair of last.

had to be given to make the Fair a 
success, he came tome with his resigna 
tion remarking that “there was more 
work attached to the position than, the 
Seerctary of the .Wainwright District 
Agricultural Society had to do, and 
for which he received the sum of $100. 
Not being able to get any- 
one else to accept the position, it fell 
to my Jot to take over the work. 

Everyone must admit that we had a 
very successful Fair last year, Dut it is 
a fact that practically all the work fell 
on the shoulders of the staff of the 
Wainwright school assisted by High 
school students and Mr. Greer, Pra-- 
tically the only help from outside the 
towh was given by Messrs. Angus 
McQuaker,. Hartland Mills, .and Fred 
Perkins. Also Mr Fred Aykroyd, of 
Ascot school, was the only teacher 

outside the town staff who, apparently 
considered that it was his or her, duty 
to render any help. To the ‘others it 
proved merely an opportunity-of spend- 
ing the day in town, 

At considerable expense I arranged 
for an instructive. and amusing Mov- 
ing Picture Entertainment: inv the Elite 
Theatre FREE to all the children and 
also to all ‘adult’ patrois offthe Fair, 1 
had hoped. that this” entertainment 
would haye been strongly supported by 
the parents of the children. in the war- 
ious districts.

THE TENTH TERM
